destroyer disaster. Commander 
Pye is the second division com- 
mander to go on trial, and he is 
represented by Commander Walter 


S. Anderson, who conducted the 
defense of Capt. Robert Morris, 
commander of Division No. 33. 


The entire day was devoted to the 
prosecution’s case. Two more 
prosecution witnesses will be ex- 
amined tomorrow morning before 
the judge advocate rests his case. 

The position of Commander Pye 
before the court is somewhat 
anomalous as he and Lieutenant- 
Commander J. F. McClain man- 
aged to save the divisional flagship 
Farragut after it had struck a rock. 
The charge, however, involves the 
loss of the Chauncey and Fuller, 
ships in the division that Pye com- 
manded. 

Commander Anderson objected 
at length to the charge and spe- 
cification in the case, declaring 
that the specification is vague, tn- 
definite, and does not specify ac- 
tions which, if proved, constitute 
an offense against any law, regu- 
lation or custom of the Navy.

Mr. Delafield was called by a group 
of creditors who claim that the 
assistance rendered the tottering 
firm by Perkins, his brother-in- 
law, Edward W. Freeman; W. C. 
Peyton, a California capitalist, and 
their wives, legally made them 
partners of the bankrupt firm and 
therefore responsible for their 
debts. 


LOANED $2,300,000 

The group, earlier witnesses had 
testified, had loaned the firm §$2,- 
$00,000 in May, 1921. Rumors of 
the bankers’ approaching  insol- 
vency reached the street in Oc- 
tober, 1922, witnesses testified and 
the Stock ExcWange toid Knauth, 
Nachod & Kuhne that they would 
have to produce more capital or 
face suspension. 

It was then, Mr. Delafield tes- 
tified, that his clients were called 
on to put mote money into the 
firm. There were delays in mak- 
ing arrangements for supplanting 
the May, 1921, loan, he said and 
he called on President Seymour 
Cromwell of the exchange to ask 
for more time in which to com- 
plete the deal. This was eight 
months before the firm failed, and 
rumors of the bankers’ instability 
grew each day, Mr. Delafield said.

CHICAGO, Nov. 26.—Her body 
dragged three miles, over which 
portions of her torn and bloody 
clothing has been found, the wom-

|identitied. She was about 30 
years of age, of slight build, and 
her clothing was of the best qual- 
lity. Apparently she was a woman 
of refinement, but no claimant has 
appeared for the body and no per- 
son answering her description has 
been reported missing. It now is 
the theory that she wasfrom some 
adjacent city and was murdered, 
dragged behind the*car of her 
slayers and thrown into the ditch. 

An Austin youth, with two boy 
and three girl companions speed- 
ing along the highway, ran into 
the ditch and it is believed their 
car struckethe body by a mere co- 
incidence, as the Augtin car does 
not bear marks of severe impact. 
Tracing back remnants of the vic- 
tim’s garments, which were torn 
and frayed off when her body was 
the Coroner found a 
broken fender and a smashed 
headlight of another car at a poirit 
three miles distant where he also 
picked up a part of her skirt. The 
Austin youth, at first, suspected of 
having struck the woman and 
dragged her a long distance, has 
fatisfactorily explained hia bent. 
fender as due to a slight accident 
earlier in the evening. 

The police and county authori- 
ties incline to the belief that the 
woman was murdered three miles 
from the point where her body 
was found, that her body was 
dragged and her clothing distrib- 
uted along hte highway to make 
it appear she had been killed by 
a car. The wounds in her head 
indicate blows by a hammer or 
other instrument, rather than im- 
pact with a moving car. Large 
quantities of her hair, found un- 
der the car of the Austin youth, 
twisted in the fenders, is a feature 
not explained, if his car merely 
collided with her body as he was 
forced into the ditch by the bright 
lights of an approaching car.

CRISIS SEEN IN 
SOUTH BAY VOTE 
Sewage District Election on 
December 21 


Future of Many Cities is 
Believed at Stake 


Pollution of Beaches From 
Outfall is Feared 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

REDONDO BEACH, Nov. 26.— 
The successful future of the entire 
South Bay district depends upon 
the outcome of the county sani- 
tation district election on Decem- 
ber 21, is the belief expressed by 
many. The proposition to be 
voted upon is the formation of a 
sanitation district including Man- 
hattan Beach, Hermosa Beach, Re- 


dondo and the Palos Verdes. 

According to many prominent 
officials of eath of these cities, if 
the proposition fails, and each 
city constructs its own sewage out- 
fall into the ocean, property values 
would decline, playgrounds on the 
ocean fronts would be unpopular 
and beach bathing spoiled. It is 
held by these officials that no city 
in the South Bay section could in- 
dependently raise enough money 
to run an outfall into the ocean 
far enough to avoid backwash, and 
that even though the sewage could 
be clarified to 99 per cent pure by 
treatment, the psychological effect 
alone would be a blight upon all 
property near such an outfall. 

LANDOWNERS SHOCKED 

The disruption of what appeared 
to be a settled plan, providing for 
connection with the Los Angeles 
Hyperion project, and which met 
with the approval of Los Angeles 
authorities, came as a shock to 
landowners. 

The interruption was made pos- 
sible by a proviso in the recently 
enacted sanitary measure adopted 
at the last seasion of the State 
Legislature.

San Diego River and its main 
branches and tributaries. The 
city asserts that Mykrantz’s claim 
to the water is without legal right, 


and the complaint closes with the 


petition that Mykrantz be ordered 
into Superior Court to show the 
strength of his claims. 

At present the city of San Diego 
is investigating the posibility of 
placing a dam across the San 
Vicente Creek just above Foster 
and a few hundred feet beyond 
where the county highway begins 
its ascent up Mussey’s grade. It 
is said that the placing of a dam 
at that point by the city would re- 
sult in the inundating @f the 
county highway for a distance of 
about 125 feet up the present

Copper shipments, foreign and 


domestic, by North and South 
American producers in October 
were second highest in history of 
the industry, being approximately 
210,000,060 pounds, agajnst 160,- 
000,000 in September. Highest 
shipments were 215,000,000 pounds 
in March, a peace-time record. 
Only peace months when shipments 
exceed 200,000,000 pounds have 
been during 1923. Other months 
than March and October were 
January with 207,000,000 and Au- 
gust, 205,000,000 pounds. 

As has been anticipated, § the 
producers, while they have cut ex- 
penses have increased  produc- 
tion steadily and consistently with 
a view to getting additional lower 
costs that way. Refinery output in 
October was the largest in peace- 
time history of the industry, being 
approximately 230,000,000 pounds, 
against previous high for the year 
of 292,600,000 in August. Conse- 
quently, despite extraordinarily 
high shipments, stocks increased 
20,000,000 pounds within the 
month, being at the end about 275,- 
00° 000 pounds. 

The way in which European 
countries have been entering the 
market during the past few weeks 
has been very gratifying. even Ger- 
many, with all its trouble and no 
money, buying fair quantities. 

Foreign shipments were highest 
for the year at 87,000,000 pounds, 
against 67,000,000 in September 
and 81,000,000 in August. Average 
of shipments for the last three 
months has been 192,000,000 
pounds. This compares with aver- 
age shipments of 191,000,000 
pounds for the first ten months of 
1923 average of 177,000,000 for the 
third quarter, 190,000,000 for the 
second and 200,000,000 for the 
first.

Cotton, he 
said, has lifted the State from the 
doldrums to prosperity, and the 
manifestations are found on every 
side. The railroads are doing a 
record business, the farmers are 
buying agricultural implements to 
replace those used for several sea- 
sons past, and the negro cotton 
pickers are riding around in new 
automobiles. 

The St. Louis Southwestern ex- 
pects to route a through train 
from St. Louis by way of its “Cot- 
ton Belt Route” to Los Angeles in 
the next few months, Mr. Lehane 
said. Visitors and tourists bound 
for Southern California have indi- 
cated a desire for such a train, 
and wéth the assistance and co- 
operation of the Southern Pacific, 
he believes it will be arranged. 

The Cotton Belt line has been a 
direct beneficiary from the pros- 
perity generated by the cotton crop. 
Purchasing. power of the people 
has increased appreciably, which is 
reflected in the 25 per cent gain 
in freight’ traffic over last year, 
according to Mr. Lehane. The usual 
agitation for the reduction of 
freight rates has arisen in Texas, 
but is not such a prominent ques- 
tion in the Middle Western States 
because genera! business has un- 
dergone such a radical change. 

He expressed the opinion that 
the cry for lower tariffs on agri- 
cultural products is predicated on 
fallacious reasoning. 
join in the campaign because they 
believe that they will benefit, but 
Mr. Lehane, in his years of experi- 
ence in the railroad business, as- 
serte that the reduction seldom 
reaches the man who actually buys 
the goods. Demand and supply 
make prices, he says, and not rail- 
road rates. 

Revenues accruing from the in- 
creased traffic are being turned 
back into rehabilitation of equip- 
ment and roadway. The Cotton 
Belt has materially decreased op- 
erating expenses through the con- 
version of coal-burning locomotives 
to oil-burners, and is placing large 
numbers of new freight and pas- 
senger cars into service. Although 
the lines of the St. Louis South- 
western touch the prolific Powell 
field in Texas, the Smackover oil 
hag been found best suited to 
its purposes. Formerly the road 
transported coal from the East, 
and, under the Interstate 
merce ruling, was obligated 
pay full rates. 

The exodus of the negros from 
the South has not occurred to any 
great extent from Texas, accord- 
ing to his observations. A° short- 
age of pickers did exist, and high 
prices were demanded for the 
work, but the difficulty was not 
accentuated so much as in other 
Southern States. Mexican laborers 
were imported in large numbers

INSURANCE GAINS 
Sales or ordinary life insurance 


in the United States during Octo-

by companies which have in force 
about 80 per cent of the legal re- 
serve ordinary insurance amounted 
to $476,485,000 of insurance ‘in 
October of this year as compared 
to $419,579,000 in October last 
year. The record of sales for the 
ten months ending October 31 was 
better than the record for October 
alone, the increase over last year 
|during the  ten-month period 
amounted to over $764,000,000 or 
19 per cent. 

In six States scattered over the 
country the sales this year were 
below those of last year, but for 
the @ear to October 31 the sales 
were higher in every State except 
Arizona. The Southern, South- 
western and Western States were 
the least good groups in October; 
the Central and West Central States 
were the best groups. The Pacifiic 
although not showing as 
great incregses in October as did 
the country as a whole, is still 
ahead of the rest of the country 
for the first ten months of the 
year. — Sales in New York 
City and in Chicago during 
the first ten months of the year 
were about a quarter more than 
sales last year, but during October 
they were only one-seventh greater 
than last year.

BUSINESS CONDITIONS 
In a recent summary of condi- 
tions in forty-seven leading cities 
of the United States and Canada, 
thirty-ore reported business as fair 


and sixteen as good. This, the 
current Financial Letter of the 
American Bank, of San Francisco 
asserts, is a reasonably accurate 
picture of the general situation. 
Comparisons with figures of a 
year ago are quite generally fa- 
vorable. The average price of 
commodities at wholesale, as re- 
ported by Bradstreet’s, was 13.13 
on the Ist inst., as compared with 
13.09 on October 1, and with 13.34 
on November 1, 1922. Sales of 
leading mail-order houses for Oc- 
.tober showed an increase of 44 per 
cent over September and 24.2 per 
cent over October a year ago, 


gaing in sales, with 18.5 and 16.2 
per cent, respectively, more than 
last month and last year. Pig-iron 
production in October was the low- 
est for the year, but higher than 
any month in 1921 or 1922. Bank 
tlearings, taking the country as a 
whole, are running about 7 or & 
per cent ahead of last year. 

The remarkabl growth in popu- 
larity of savings banks is pointed 
out in a compilation prepared by 
the American Bankers’ Assecia- 
tion, showing that savings deposits 
have increased during the past ten 
years more than 100 per cent, 
while the number of persons hav- 
ing savings accounts has increased 
about 141 per cent. In 1912 some 
12,584,000 persons had savings ac- 
counts aggregating $8,425,000,000, 
while in 1922 there were no less 
than 30,323,000 savings-accounts 
depositors, with total deposits of 
$17.331,000,000. 

The CaWMfornia orange crop is 
estimated at 99 per cent of nor- 
mal, with a production of 22,500,- 
000 boxes. A reduction in freight 
rates of 14 cents & box will be very 
helpful to growers. 

An exceptionally heavy crop of 
olives is being gathered, and pack- 
ing plants throughout the State 
are said to be taxed to capacity. 
There has been a change for the 
better in bond-market conditions, 
and all, things considered, author- 
ities say that bonds may reason- 
ably be expected to hold their own 
until well into 1924. 


DEVELOPING A MARKET 

An oriental raisin market is be- 
ing developed by San Joaquin 
growers which promises to consid- 
erably augment the demand for 
the yearly output. Already this 
year the export to Japan and Chi- 
na is said to have been more than 
d publed. 

“For the Chinese trace,” said 
the manager of the Raisin Grow- 
ers’ Association in ‘explaining this 
development, “we fill a twenty-five 
pound box and include tn that box 
envelopes or. little paper-bags with 
the brand stamped on them, 
the dealer sells as many raisins as 


the few coppers which the buyer 
has to spend. 

“This is entirely a new depar- 
ture in China and follows the line 
of cigarette manufucturers who 
break packages and sell onfe ciga- 
rette for two coppers. The sum 
total will some day make a large 
volume of business and I believe 
the day will come when China will 
be our largest foreign market.” 


HAIL EXPENSIVE 
One element of crop damage to 
which Southern California is not 


subject is that caused by hal). Dur- 
ing a five-year period Montana in- 
surance companies are reported to 
have paid losses amounting to $3,- 
814.500 and the State Hail Insur- 
ance Department has paid out 
more than. $1,000,000 more. 
These payments represent only 
a small part of the actual damage 
because only a small part of the 
crop is insured each vear. The ad-

Uniform Grouping Problem 
Under Discussion 


That the Federal government re- 
cently has received a report from 
an intestigator sent to Los Angeles 
that the city needs a new, mod- 
ern, adequate building to house the. 
postoffice and United States court« 
and offices and that the structure 
should be located in tire civic cen- 
tem north of First street, was the 
news given to a conference at the 


City Hall yesterday afternoon by 
City Planning Director G. Gordon 
Whitnall. The conference hed 
been called to devise ways and 
means of securing -a uniform 
grouping of public buildings by the 
county, city, State and Federal 
oe in the new civic cen- 
er. 

Mayor Cryer, who presided, said 
Southern California had voted for 
bond issues for State buildings 1: 
the north, but that the northern. 
part of the State had failed to vote 
for the State building tn Los An- 
geles. Mayor Cryer said: 

“But I believe that the next time 
the bond issue for a State build- 
ing in Los Angeles is submitted 
that the north will see the justice 
and fairness of voting for our 

ullding. The State located it« 
Francisco building in the civic 
center there and I am sure that 
it will do so here.” ; 


TELLS OF VISIT 


It was at this int that City 
Planning Director itnall told of 
the recent visit to Los Angeles of 
the Federal representative, who 
consulted with Director Whitna!! 
during the making of the survey 
of Los Angeles’ needs for a new 
Federal Building. 

“The investigator’s report,” said 
Director Whitnall, “pointed out to 
the Washington officials that Los 
Angeles had outgrown its present 
Federal Building and postoffice and 
that a new, adequate building was 


urgently needed.” 


The question was raised as to 
whether the government, when it 
did build the new Federal Build- 
ing, would locate it in the civic 
center, and Director Whitnall re- 
flied that the Washiagton officia! 
ad definitely recommended that 
the new building be built in the 
Los Angeles administrative center. 
The statement was greeted with 
applause by the large number of 
officials, representatives of civic 
organizations and architects and 
engineers who attended yester- 
day’s conference. 

The conference yesterday de- 
cided, on motion of Councilman 
Criswell, to instruct the Civic Cen- 
ter Committee of the City Counci! 
to consult with the Board of Su- 
pervisors as to the board’s ideas 
for the best method of securing an 
orderly, uniform grouping of the 
public buildings to be built in the 
civic ‘center. The conference wil! 
again assemble at the City Hall on 
Friday afternoon of this week, at 
which time the Board of Supervi- 
sors will be present. 


COMMITTEE PIANNED 


It is expected that as an ouwui- 
growth of next Friday's confq- 
ence, a committee of six or seven 
will be selected to suggest the em- 
ployment of a landscape engineer 
and city planning expert to pre- 
pare plans for the grouping of 
bulldings in the civic center so 
that the plan can be followed in 
years to come to the end that Los 
Angeles will have a civic center 
unequaled in the world.

ERMANY POINTS A MORAL 
Parliamentary government under the 
German republic has become impossible. 
The system has broken down. The Reichs- 
tag can no longer function and a dictator- 
ship, supported by the military forces, 

seems to be the only alternative. 

Stresemann is apparently the most ca- 
pable executive in the German government; 
but Stresemann felt compelled to resign 
when he could not secure a majority in 
Parliament. President Ebert offered the 
Chancellorship to two members of the lead- 
ing parties in the Reichstag; but neither 
could secure majority support in forming 
a Cabinet. 

Dr. Albert is the latest selection; but, 
like the others, he cannot command the 
support of a Reichstag majority. The lat- 
est cables assert that, backed by Gen. von 
Seekt, he will demand today a vote of con- 

ce of the Reichstag; and, if that is re- 

ed, President Ebert will dissolve the 

Reichstag and Germany will pass under a 
military dictatorship. | 

Many will wonder why a people so well 
educated as the Germans and accustomed 
to Parliamentary government for fifty years 


the | C20 no longer legislate for themselves. But, 


when one follows the proceedings of the 
Reichstag for the last five years, the reason 
is easily discernible. { 

Government by parties in Germany has 
disappeared before ‘bloc legislation. The 
representatives of the people have permit- 
ted lesser considerations to blind them to 
the greater ones. A member of the Reichs- 
tag represents a single district or interest 
and not the country as a whole. 

There is one group concerned with agri- 
culture. There is an industrial group, a 
monarchical group, a Socialist group, a 
Communist group and a group in the broad- 
er sense that is concerned for the interests 
of Germany as a whole. 

None of these groups, no two of them, 
can cOmmand a majority in the Reichstag. 
Each is concerned only with the interests 
of the minority it represents. While claim- 
ing to be intensely patriotic, the Germans 

oO not understand patriotism in the Amer- 

Psense of the term. No group will sac- 
rifice any of what it considers its bloc in- 
terests for the good of the whole. They 
d@play something of the L.W.W. state of 
a traitor to one’s govern- 


tent than to one’s class.” 


Germany has come to this condition by 
degrees. Five years have been necessary 
to bring it about. At the very time when 
the only salvation is to be found in united 
and energetic action these blocs place their 
individual interests before the public in- 
terest. 

It is not because the Germans do not un- 


.}derstand representative government. It is 


not because they are ignorant or blind to 
the peril that besets the government and 
the people; it is because they have permit- 
ted the vice of bloc legislation to destroy 
the legitimate function of free government. 

There is a lesson in this collapse of rep- 
| resentative government. in Germany that 
| Americans will do well to study; for a simi- 
‘lar vice is appearing in our own Congress. 
Major party lines ere less and less re- 
spected. The agriculturists are forming a, 
bloc which places individual interest before 
the national interest. The labor unions 
have their little group that is seeking to 
trade votes for anything outside their im- 
mediate program in order to secure the 
| passage of legislation specially favoring 
union labor. Sectional groups are appear- 
ing; and the major interests of the country 
as a whole are lost sight of in the intensive 
campaign of special interests. 


Representative government is. only the 


_ Mary Mellon, without the use of a brass band Means to good government. It is not an 


end. It is subject to almost as many abuses 
,as constitutional monarchy. Should enough 
‘groups form that place their special inter- 
‘est before the interest of the nation.as a 
unit representative government would fail 
to serve the purpose in our own country 
for which it is intended. 

‘The German experience only accentuates 
the peril against which statesmen have 
warned the people of America for fifty 
years, that of permitting Congress to be- 
come so divided in groups that there shall 
be no dominating party. No one who is 
informed and sincere insists that party gov- 
‘ernment is flawless. The majority party 
may abuse its power; but the people are 
ever on their guard; and, when a majority 
party serves the country badly, it becomes 
the minority party after the next election. 

Bloc legislation has come to be recog- 
nized as a vice against which representa- 
tive government must be-on its guard. 


BY FREE TRADE 

The British nation is on the rocks. 
Her fate depends on the decision of the vot- 
ers at the momentous election to be held 
the 6th of December. If common sense 
prevails an eleventh-hour recovery is still 
possible. 

Previous to the year of 1846 protection 
had been the century-old policy of British 
statesmen. Under it Britain had nearly con- 
quered the commerce of the world. From 
| the year 1846 dates the ascent of England's 
‘industrial rivals, France, Germany, Japan 
and especially the United States. 

_ For it was in this year, fatal to Britain's 
‘commercial supremacy, under the fiery ora- 
‘tory of Richard Cobden and the silvery per- 
| Suasiveness of John Bright, that the elec- 
_torate adopted the policy of free trade. For 
seventy-seven years the fruit of that policy 
has been slowly ripening. It has just 
dropped from the old tree, soft as a rotten 


pear. 

England has been losing all the markets 
that once were hers. In Bradford, long the 
center of the British wool textile trade, 
France is underselling the native product. 
Cheap German goods attract British buyers 
at home because, after paying the numer- 
ous taxes now prevalent, they are forced to 
the remnant bargain counter. 

Lancashire cotton mills can no longer 
compete with the more scientific processes 
employed by New England manufacturers, 
jin spite of the differences in wages paid. 
In their finest and best-established lines 
London houses are faltering and marking 
time. 

Factories are closed or working on part 
time, in itself a ruinous procedure. Unem- 
ployment threatens the stability of society. 
Millions are idle, living on government doles, 
paying for which further impoverishes the 
taxpayers. Industry starves on the mil- 
dewed stew of the freetrade fallacy. 

Yet David Lioyd<George, fresh from view- 
ing the spectacular prosperity protection 
has brought to this country, is stumping 
Great Britain in the interest of free trade. 
But the elector, we are assured, will be 
itold the truth about America. He will be

All of these things will lower! 
the tissue resistance and make you 
more apt to catch cold. 

There are no “mucus-forming” 
foods. As I have told you before, 
it has been conspicuously demon- 
strated that diets lacking in vita- 
mins and mineral -matters 
cause inflammation of the mucous 
membranes, as well as of other 
tissues of the body. There are no 
foods which in themselves will 
cause mycus. We have articles on 
balanced diet, acidosig'and sauto- 
intoxication which you may have 
(if you self-address and stamp the 
envelope you send for them.) Soe 
much for the diet question. 

How about your supply of fresh 
air? This is highly important. In 
the surhmer this is not so much 
a vroblem; but in the winter, es- 
pecially in the cold climates, there 
is very apt to be stagnant and im- 
pure air in the house if the win- 


closed, day and night. 

Dress in warmer night clothes 
and use more blankets on your bed 
to keep warm, and/have fresh air. 
It is found that those who live 
outdoors and sleep outdoors are 
much less apt to have colds. Even 
among the tubercular patients in 
sanatoriums, those who have out- 
door sleeping rooms have very 
many leas colds. 

How about your dgessing? You 
should be dressed warmly enough 
to be comfortable night and day. 
Prolonged chilling does lower the 
resistance so that.the germs which 
are always present on the mucous 
membranes will get a stranglehold. 
You must remember in general 
that everything that lowers the vi- 
tality of the body, such as over- 
working, insufficient sleep, improp- 
er diet, improper air, lack of ex-

TEMPORARY . OUTLE.T 
THROUGH BALLONA CREEK

Those who have worried about 
the lack of opportunity for native- 
born singers on the operatic stage, 
and the fact that so few operatic 


works are presented in the vernac- 
ular would have done well to visit 
Philharmonic Auditorium last eve- 
ning. They would have derived no 
end of consolation, and no emall 
enjoyment either, from the presen- 
tation of “The Impresario,” for 
which William Wade Hinshaw is 
sponsor, and which introduced 
Percy Hemus, the American Dari- 
tone, and a group of associate 
singers. 

' Of all the offerings during the 
present plenteous musrtcar season 
this production of an opera, writ- 
ten by Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart.

It was an 
event of worth and interest, and 
the fact that it was reserved for 
a single evening is on this account 
regrettable. 

I don’t know whether or not you 
are familiar with the recent pio- 
neering: of Mr. Hinshaw.

The finding of the holster, Capt. 
of Detectives Home stated, is the 
final incriminating link in the 
State’s case against the suspect. 

BEARS NAVY LABEL 

The holster bears the label of 
the United States Navy and was 
identified as property stolen from 
the U.S.S. Arizona, the batgleship 
from which Carlton deserted 4 
few days prior to hie marriage and 
a week prior to the murder of 
Magee.
